Designers of the 2015 Ford F-

pickup: Create an aerodynamic, 
efficient design that did not com- 
promise the tough, bold looks 
that define Ford trucks.

The new F-150’s structured look 
features squared-off edges, 
shapes and surfaces that convey 
confidence, capability and work 
readiness. Yet these elements also 
work together to allow F-150 to 
slip through the air more effi- 
ciently. 

“The truck’s sharp, boxy shape 
gives it a tough appearance, but 
actually the key to the design is 
aerodynamic efficiency — getting 
the most out of the shape,” said 
Brad Richards, Ford F-150 exte- 
rior design manager.

Richards and team accom- 
plished the feat of balancing 
strength and efficiency by incor- 
porating sharp edges into the 
overall design.

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signed to allow the air to cleanly 
detach from the vehicle to reduce 
turbulence and swirling air that 
can cause drag and reduce effi- 
ciency. 

The improved aerodynamics 
help increase efficiency by reduc- 


ing the work performed by the en- 


gine to overcome aerodynamic 
drag. The grille is vertical, yet its 
outer portions are angled back 
and lead to the headlamps and 
bumper corners that are also 
swept back to smoothly direct air- 
flow down the sides, reducing 
drag.

Hidden Costs of Homeownership 


You’ve traded in renting for own- 
ing. So now what? 

You may be surprised to find out 
that there is more money involved in 
owning a house than just taking out a 
home loan and making your monthly 
payments. 

What you weren’t responsible for as 
a renter becomes all yours as a home- 
owner. Property taxes, utilities, home 
maintenance and repairs, insurance 
and even decorating in any way you 
choose are all on you now, for better 
or worse.

The United States average for prop- 
erty taxes is 1.38 percent of the 
home’s value with the highest rates 
in New Jersey, Connecticut, New 
Hampshire, New York and Rhode Is- 
land and the lowest in Louisiana, Ala- 
bama, West Virginia, Mississippi,

and Arkansas. Additionally, there are 
variances within counties, parishes, 
boroughs and the like. 

If you live in a condo or a commu- 
nity that assesses its residents a spe- 
cial tax, such as a condo 
development, you will have fees on 
top of your property taxes. 

Find out what your annual obliga- 
tions are and budget accordingly. Oth- 
erwise, you'll have a shock when 
those taxes and fees become due. 

Private Mortgage Insurance 

If your down payment was less 
than 20 percent of the purchase price, 
you will be required to buy Private 
Mortgage Insurance. PMI enables you 
to buy a house with a smaller down 
payment. The insurance protects the 
lender against you defaulting on the 
loan. Once you have sufficient equity 
in the house, the PMI coverage can be 
canceled. 

Homeowners Insurance 

You can’t get a loan without taking 
out homeowner’s insurance but that 
doesn’t cover everything, especially if 
you live in an area where natural dis- 
asters occur. You should consider 
supplemental policies for floods, tor- 
nados, hurricanes and earthquakes. 
And if you have a lot of valuable 
items, such as jewelry, antiques, art 
or a lot of expensive equipment like 
computers or cameras, you'll need to 
buy arider if you want them covered.
